Amendment

Claims 2 and 3 have been cancelled and claims 15-20 have been added by Amendment. 
Therefore, claims 1 and 4-20 are pending in the application.

Regarding claims 15 and 18, the prior arts of record do not disclose or suggest a 
magnetoresistive random access memory or an operation method of a magnetoresistive random 
access memory as recited in claim 1 5 or 1 8 in toto and particularly, in conjunction with other 
limitations, executing a first read-out operation to detect a first state as an initial state of said 
reference cell, executing a first toggle operation to bring said reference cell into a second state by 
a toggle operation, executing a second read-out operation to detect said second state of said 
reference cell, and judging whether said reference cell is in said first state or said second state on 
the basis of a comparison result between said first state and said second state.
